The prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for autonomous system 
of mobile robots operating within an arbitrary environment wherein one or more autonomous 
navigator mobile robot(s) that localize themselves and the functional robot(s) within the 
environment using the functional robot(s) as landmarks and control the functional robot(s) during 
task performance as cited in claims 1, 12, 13, 14; with respect to claim 18, comprises one or 
more autonomous navigator mobile robot(s), and one or more computing platform(s), wherein 
the navigator robots localize themselves and the functional robot(s) within the environment and 
control the functional robot(s) during task performance in combination with the other elements 
and features of the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
